Filipinos Discover it and Out the Throats of Seven oi the

spirators, Three Make Good Their Escape to Manila 


and will be Returned to Spain. General Otis 


Declines the Propositions,

Manila, Oct. IS—General Otis has re- 


ceived messages, purporting to come 
from the insurgent general Pel Del 
Filar, offering to sell his army and de- 
liver Aguinaldo to the Americans. 


He offers for $50,000 to refrain, from 


attacking Manila. 


For $230,000 he will surrender his army 


after a sham battle, both sides firing 
in the air. 


For half a million he will procure the 


overthrow of the insurrection and cap- 
ture Aguinaldo and other leaders. 


He refers to Aguinaldo in contemptu- 


ous terms, indicating strained relations. 


The policy of General Otis is firmly 


set against buying any surrenders. 


Another Plot or Surrender 


Ten former Spanish soldiers captured 


by the Filipinos and who for a time 
acted as officers and members of the 
Filipino artillery regiment, located in 
the vicinity of Santa Rosa in Laguna 
De Bay district, determined to surren- 
der the artillery to the Americans. The 
plot was discovered by the Filipinos, 
who killed seven of the conspirators, 
the other three making their escape to 
Manila.

The Terms , 


It appears when the surrender was 


determined upon, the Spaniards! dele- 
gated one of their number to proceed to 
Manila and propose to General Otis to 
surrender after a prearranged mock 
battle, about 12 pieces, including Krupp 
and Nordenfeldt rapid-fire gunsi, well 
supplied with ammunition from the 
Lipa Powder factory, in exchange for 
certain sums to be paid the Spaniards, 
who were to be pardoned for carrying 
arms against the Americans and to be 
transported to Spain. 


The Plot Revealed 


'The delegate left Santa Rosa and ac- 
companied by three Filpinos, entered 
the American lines at Calamba. The 
Filipinos did not proceed far, deciding 
to await the delegate's return at a 
given time. As the delegate was de- 
tained in Mnila longer than expected, 
the Filipinos grew suspicious and re- 
turned to Santa Rosa. 


The plot was then revealed and the 


remaining Spaniards wjere attacked. 


Cat the Throat* of Seven 


The gunboat Napidan, coasting near 


Santa Rosa, perceived two men on the 
beach hurriedly embarking in a canoe 
and pushing out toward her. She took 
them on board and they reported that 
the Filipinos, discovering the plot to 
surrender the artillery, cut the throats 
of seven of their Spanish companions 
and they themselves barely escaped 
with their lives. The'three Spaniards 
are now hiding in Manila, fearimg Fili- 
pino vengeance.

Anti-Imperialists Begin Their Crusade at a 


Slimly Attended Meeting. 


Chicago, Oct. 18.—The opposition of 


the anti-imperialists to the subjuga- 
tion of the Filipinos took tangible form 
in the meeting of delegates from dif- 
ferent parts of the country to launch a 
national crusade against the policy of 
the administration m the Philippines. 


The opening session was not a success 


from the standpoint of attendance. But 
few persons were in the hall when Ed- 
tvard Atkinson was asked to preside as 
temporary chairman. 


But the few men who were there were 
•a enthusiastic in their cause as they 
could be. Mr, Atkinson was cheered 
•when he took the chair, and in a charac- 
teristic anti-imperialist speech he said 
that history would soon repeat itself. 
He referred to the adherents of his cause 
as those being in the minority, but he 
said that they were in the "dominant 
minority," and urged aggressive war- 
fare in politics in close districts to ac- 
complish the downfall of the Republican 
candidate for the presidency. He said 
that as the dominant f ree-soilers, years 
ago, 
triumphed, so the dominant anti- 


imipwiaHsts today could win victory for 
their cause by hard and aggressive work, 
J. Sterling Morton was made permanent 
chairman of the conference and the 
faithful few listened to the long and bit- 
ter speech of Ediwin B. Smith 
Mr. 


Smith! strongly arraigned the policy of 
President McKinQey. 


"The real firing line is not in the 


suburbs of Manila," said Mr. Smith. "It 
is here. 
The enemy is of our own 


household. 
He comes to us prating of 


'loyalty,' uttering fine phrases about 
benevolent assimilation, priceless prin- 
ciples and hoisted flags. The attempt 
of 1861 was merely to divide the country 
That of 1899 is to destroy its most cher- 
ished ideals, to make shipwreck of what 
has made it distinctive among the na- 
tions. Whether the ruthless slaughter 
of the natives shall end next month or 
next year is but an incident in a con- 
test that must go on until the Declaration 
of Independence and the Constitution 
of the United States are rescued from the 
mire o.f militarism." 


Carl Schurz's speech was a long, ex- 


haustive arraignment of "Imperialism, 
McKinleylsm and militarism. In con- 
cluding his speech, Mr. Schurz said.

situation in South Africa. The speech 
from the throne was in effect a simple 
request for money tO'Carry on Che cam- 
paign, against the Boers. 'Her majesty 
said:

"My Lords and Gentlemen—Within a 


very brief period afte> the recent proro- 
gation I am compelled by events deeply 
affecting the interests of my empire, to 
recur to your advice and aid. 
• "The state of affairs in South Africa 
has made it expedient that my govern- 
ment should be enabled to strengthen 
the military forces of this country by 
calling out the reserve. For this purpose 
the provisions of-the-law. render it nec- 
essary that parliament should be called 
together. 
. 
. 
. 


"Except for the difficulties that have 


Seen caused by the action of the South 
African republic the condition of the 
world continues io be peaceful. 


"Gentlemen of the house of commons, 


measures will b* laid before you for the 
purpose of providing the expenditure 
which has been or may be caused by 
events in South Africa. Estimates for 
the ensuing year may be submitted to 
you in due course. 


"My Lords and Gentlemen—There are 


many subjects of domestic interest to 
which your attention will be invited at 
a later' period when the ordinary sea- 
son for the labors of a parliamentary 
session has been reached. For the pres- 
ent I have invited your attendance in 
order to ask you to deal with an ex- 
ceptional emergency, and I pray that in 
performing the duties which claim your 
attention you may have the guidance 
and blessing of Almighty God." 


Sir Henry Camipbell-Bannerman, Lib- 


eral leader in the house of commons, 
said parliament had been summoned to 
give .its approval, to the early »teps of 
war. Never had the house met in cir- 
cumstances more serious or amid con- 
ditions engaging to a greater degree the 
profound,interest of the British people. 


The demands mad'e by the government 


of the South African republic were such 
as "to make .It'impossible for the govern- 
ment of any self-respecting country ever 
to take them into consideration.'

On that we 
are all agreed. I have no intention of [ 
entering upon a minute or detailed 
criticiam of the steps taken by the gov- 
ernment.

COLUMBIA JAILED ALONE 


Shamrock Disabled After Start—Columbia 


Finished According to Iron Clad Bide 


Races Are a Test of Construction as Well as Design and 


Seamanship. Columbia's Time a Little Short of 


Marvelous. Will Race Again Tomorrow 


New Tork, Oct. 18.—Shamrock lost 


her chances for a victory in the second 
race for the America's Cup, by carrying 
away her topmast and the big clubtop- 
sall, which was the pride of the challen- 
ger. 
The accident happened1 at 11.24, 


when both yachts were on the port tack, 
about three miles from the start, with 
Columbia, in the windward position with 
small lead. Columbia crossed! the'line 
first, with Shamrock In the windward 
berth. Columbia outpointed Shamrock 
and gained the weath«r position after a 
short time of sailing by tacking under 
the challenger's stern. Alter tile acci- 
dent Columbia continued over the course 
according to the agreement signed by 
Sir Thomas Li'pton and Mr. C. Oliver 
Iselin, ownera-jof Shamrock and Colum- 
bia respectively, to,the effect that if one 
yacht was' disabled, the other should 
sail out the'race alone to the finish. 


The accident to Shamrock ruined the 


race and caused the keenest regret, 
among the yachtsmen, and the thousands 
of sightseers wl% were on hand! to wit- 
ness what'had promised to be a glorious 
duel. It is ..unfortunate that the de- 
fender shouljl have been i$« beneficiary 
of an accid^k, but ttu» rule ip ironclad. 
If crippled before the start, r time tor re- 
pairs Is allowed,; but.'once over thellri* 
if anything.- carries' away tie sufferer 
muat make sudk repairs a» he can or, if 
rendered hors de. combat, as Shamrock 
was, h« muet tase tihe confiequences.

As she crossed 
the finish line site let g« her headsails, 
and one of the Deer.Isle sailors treated 
the spectators to an exhibition of dar- 
ing, as he climbed out over the peak 
halyard, 80 feet in the air, to loosen the 
club topsail. 


'Wthen Puritan fouled Genesta on the 


inside course in 1887, carrying away th« 
challenger's bowsprit and topmast, al- 
though the race was at his mercy under 
the rules, Lord Sutton refused to claim 
It. To avoidMust such a contingency a 
special clause was add«d to the regular 
rules leaving absolutely no option in the 
matter. This clause was signed' by 
Messrs. Lipton and1 Iselin a few days be- 
fore the date of the first attempt to race. 
The accident. shows what a deUcate 
machine a racing yacht is nowadays and 
how close; to tile limit of safety It is 
built. The simple breaking of a stay 
wrecked Shamrock.

The day had promteed a glorious con- 


test A hard, strong 12-knot breeze out 
of the east kicked up the white caps. A 
big excursion, fleet plougihed' out to wit- 
ness the second dueVbetween Shamrock 
.and Columbia. Later 'in the day the 
wind drove t9ie clouds away. Shamrock 
went out eager for the fray. She cast 
off lier tow before she reached) the bell 
buoy at the head of the swash channel 
and made the remainder of the way with 
a ligfrt shift und«r her canvas. 
It 


looked like, a blow such as Shamrock is 
reported to have b*>en praying tor, end 
Sir sailor/B 'mad* everything snug aloft'. 
The race was to be over an equilaiteral 
triangle 10 miles'-to the leg, which would 
give tl»e c-ha.lleiig&i- a chance at her 
favorite point of sailing, reaching. 
, -As soon as the committee had sig- 
'natled the course, the first leg a beat to 
^indward, east by south, the excursion 
:boats lined up back of the lightship to 
;watch the Jockeyjteg for position. Never 
probably waa there: a more exciting start 
in a cup contest, and the Irishman 
carried off the honors. The two yachts 
wheeled and circled, about, each striving 
lor the. advantage. 
: Shamrock got Columbia under her lee 
two minutes before the start, and, try as 
the defender would, she could not shake 
oft her riv,al. 
Both i were on the port 


tack to the southward of the lightship. 
Finally, when but 70 seconds remained, 
Columbia'wore around beautifully, while 
Shamrock simultaneously tacked in the 
other direction,"' and " thus making two 
divergent circles theycame around on 
the starboard tack, and headed, for the 
line. A.collision was almost inevitable, 
had they approached each other at an 
acute angle under the lee of the light- 
ship. 
But Shamrock established an 


overlap, and Columbia had to keep off, 
and almost together they bounded away 
in the -smoke of the gun, so close that 
a sailor might; have, stepped .from, one 
boat to the other. Shamrock was per- 
haps half a length ahead, and in the 
windward berth, ^oth had their sheets 
trimmed straight aft,, and, as she went 
across, 'Columbia set her baby jdbtopsaii. 
It was broken out and sheeted home in 
eight seconds. 


Columbia was blanketed, but, instead 


of dropping astern, she gathered head- 
way and went through Shamrock's lee. 
Madly she footed, and in five minutes 
She was clear of her adversary.

a country' is not an educated man. 


"But the university must be catholic 


In Its .attitude toward all realms of 
knowledge. 
Never again can it limit 


Its vision to the old narrow rigid cur- 
riculum," which was supposed to em- 
body a finality of wisdom. It must now 
acknowledge all honest intellectual en- 
deavors,' 'bbth in requirements for ad- 
mission and for graduation. 
Not for a 


moment do we dream of surrendering the 
classics. 
But Greek, which less than 


four centuries ago had to fight its way 
Into modern universities, should be the 
first to recognize that there are other

Concerning Trnst* 


To Editor of the Transcript:—The 


burning question of the present appears 
to be, are large aggregates of capital 
used in production and distribution, 
transportation, etc.. better 
for the 


masses tham small concerns? 


Large aggregates of capital are in- 


vested in railroads and in the pro- 
duction and distribution of oil, sugar, 
iron and its products, and a great many 
other products. Combinations (trusts) 
are the order of the day. 


Under normal conditions and sharp 


competition> the cost of transportation 
and the cost of oil and sugar have de- 
clined in cost to the consumer until 
they reached the lowest possible point, 
and since then have remained nearly 
stationary. 


During the last eight or nine years 


the cost of oil to us at retail has not 
raised over one cent from nine cents 
per gallon. During the same time 
sugar has not varied over one cent per 
pound from five cents. 


In the last ten years railroad fares 


here in New Englana, except in small 
zones around cities, have mot varied 
from two cents per mile. Competition 
in any of the articles cited waa never 
sharper than at present. 
A Boston 


grocer lately advertised 19% pounds of 
granulated sugar for one dollar. Pres. 
ent prices of any of the leading: com- 
modities consumed by the masses could 
never have been attained without large 
aggregates of capital used in produc- 
tion and distribution. 


In looking ovfer an «*ld account of 


household expenses we find that the 
first kerosene oil we used cost us $1.25 
per gallon. At the same time we got 
six pounds of "white" sugar for a dol- 
lar, and seven pounds of "brown" sugar 
for the same money. We have not 
any time or breath to wtote In de- 
nouncing the man, or this corporation. 


or the "trim" that -will take a gallon of 
oil out of the earth and reflnft it and 
eend It a thousand miles, mor« or less, 
and put It Into our house for nine or 
ten cents. Such a man or corporation 
or trust Is a benefactor to th» coun- 
try and the world, while the man who 
denounces him generally live* or wanito 
to live on the contribution* of 
hifl 
neighbors. 


Combinations of capital o* "trusta" 


which decrease the cost of comnuodl- 
ttes to the consumer are a benefit to the 
masses. Probably the Vanderbllts have 
done as much to better the condition 
of the> masses in this country as any 
men who have ever lived In it, yet In 
some circles they are held up as the 
conception of all villainies. 


It la claimed by those who ought to 


know that the average retailer of gro- 
ceries, provisions, milk and ice does not 
make more than fair day pay. Would 
it noit be better for the consumers in 
your city, if all the grocers would form 
a combination so that all would sell at 
the same price, and assign to each gro- 
cer the territory due him? At least 
one-half the cost of distribution could 
be saved and the consumer would get 
the benefit. 
The r>i-ice would neces- 


sarily be put low enough to keep new 
concerns out 
Losses by bad debts 


•would be nearly eliminated. It may 
be said that it is not right to restrict 
the number of people In the grocery or 
any other business. We do not restrict 
the number if they will comply with 
conditions which will not unnecessarily 
burden the consumer. 
Every grocer 


dealer must be supported by the con- 
sumer. Every order and delivery wa- 
gon in the grocery and provision trade 
in your city, costs your consumers at 
least one thousand dollars Per year. 


What we have said of the grocery 


trade will apply to the provision! trade, 
ice business and other retail tsade. 
Everybody in your city would be bene- 
ntted and no one would be hurt. Why 
should not the producers of yarn, cloth, 
leather, shoes and other commodities 
combiue for the same purpose? Con- 
sumer as well as producer will be ben- 
efltted. 


For some years previous to 1897, 


prices of nearly all commodities in- 
cluding labor were too low. t<abor con- 
stitues nearly the whole cost of all 
commodities. A rise in labor would 
naturally cause a like rise in the cost 
of the products of labor. It is not com- 
bination or trusts, but the Increased 
demand for labor and its products that 
has caused the rise in some of the 
things that we consume, during the 
last two years. Competition was never 
sharper than at present. Large manu- 
facturing concerns of all descriptions, 
will, as a rule, give working people 
steadier work and better wages than 
small ones can. 


Large aggregates of capital In all 


kinds of distribution, like dry goods, 
provisions, groceries, ice, etc., •will, as 
a rule, give people better go*ds and at 
lower prices than small concerns can. 


If working people will keep their 


earnings invested within the UmJts al- 
lowed Massachusetts savings hanks, or 
better still, in homes and the savings 
banks, they need havel no fear of 
"trusts," combinations or department 
stores. 


Gunton's iriagazine for August says: 


"The steam and surface railroad cor- 
porations and syndicates, large tele- 
graph companies, colossal corporate 
concerns in every line of Industry, are 
the result of the extraordinary devel- 
opment of the country. Hence large 
concerns are more numerous in the 
United States than anywhere else, and 
as industry develops they are making 
theirappearanceinEngland,France and 
Germany and other countries. The sim- 
ple and well-nigh obvious fact is, that 
large corporations 
follow 
business 


prosperity and progress. 
Whatever 


contributes to industrial development 
helps to build up large corporations, 
and whatever will destroy business, 
prosperity will stop the growth of so- 
called trusts." At present the burning 
question with demagogues and agi- 
tators apears to be to get rid of large 
aggregates of capital Invested in pro- 
duction and distribution of commodities 
and in transportation, etc. 


If working people, including farmers, 


want the industrial conditions which 
existed in this country between 1892 
and in 1897, which were accurately de- 
scribed by President Cleveland In Au- 
gust, 1893. when he had been in office 
scarcely six months and the threat of 
demagogues had been! hanging over 
the country hardly a year, Mr. Cleve- 
land said: "With plenteous crops, with 
abundant promise of remunerative pro- 
duction and manufacture, with unusual 
invitation to safe Investment, and with 
satisfactory assurance to business en- 
terprises, suddenly financial distrust and 
fear have sprung up on every side Nu- 
merous moneyede institutions have sus- 
pended because abundant assets were 
not immediately available to meet the 
demands of frightened depositors. Sur- 
viving corporations and individuals are 
content to keep in hand the money that 
they are usually anxious to loan, and 
those engaged in legitimate business 
are surprised to find that securities 
they offer for loans, though heretofore 
satisfactory, are no longer accepted. 
Values supposed to be fixed are fast 
becoming conjectural, and loss and 
failure have involved every branch of 
business." I repeat, !f working people, 
Including farmers, want the conditions 
that will destroy corporations and 
trusts and all Industry let them vote 
for demagogues that are crying against 
trusts and corporations.

The teachers' institute for Northern 


Berkshire was held in the high school 
building at Adams today. All the pub- 
lic schools in this part of the county 
were closed, and there was a very large 
attendance of teachers, nearly all in 
he district being present The insti- 
tute la held under the direction of the 
state board of education, and the prog- 
ram waa one that combined general 
ideas on educational methods with more 
technical talks of different branches of 
instruction by specialists to their par- 
ticular lines. All the addresses were 
most instructive, and the teachers took 
notes freely. 


The morning session opened 9 o'clock 


with exercises conducted by Rev. O. I. 
Darling of Adamsi. These were fol- 
lowed by the chief general aidresa of 
the day by Dr. John Bascom o* Wil- 
liams college. His subject was "Edu- 
cation a vital process," and hei dealt 
freely and strongly with the modern, 
tendency towards1 the introduction of 
mechanical methods Into our schools. 


There are two teinds of action, he 


said, mechanical ana vital. In our 
schools we are prone to rely too much 
on the mechanical, and neglect the vi- 
tal, which is the pupil and the teaah- 
er's individualit-.". Text booksi and aH 
the appliances for instruction come 
urder the nead of mechanical proces-- 
L^S. In his school flays these were sub- 
ordinated mOM Mian now to the teach- 
er's -vital inflaatics, and yet in these 
days the results obtained were good 
With their mult'plication today, reach., 
ers are likely us rely too much upon 
t!:*m, to the narm of themselves an-1 
C'j the pupils. =ome pupils cannot oe 
best developed with certain of the ap- 
pliances!, and the teacher should be 
alert and capable to adjust the methods 
to the pupil. The v.tal processes are 
self sustaining, while the mechanvjal 
must be continually added to. In, the 
schools of today the teachers as well 
as the pupils must advance. 
Ihe 


teachers should-study to know tlie pu- 
pil, to learn what ha cam do, an-1 to 
make his -work one in which he has 
himself a vital uiter-'Ft, and not a bur- 
den to him. Dr. Basiom spoke Jn illus- 
tration of the new F. M. C. A. oulldins 
which is being put up by the college 
with all its appliances for Chiratiaa 
•won?, and said that it all these were 
necef<-ery today to rr.nke the youngmpn 
Clrirtians he was sorry for cnem. 
T<aeh,ers should,>-stimulate a lova of' 
Knowledge among the pupils, ln«c-a'l 
of relyhig on the nine mechanical ap- 
plaices for for-May in knowledge. 


At ?f o'clock th.» Jr^tifute was dlvld- 


fa inlo three st^tio^s, primary, ^ra'n- 
mai end high school. Sterile A, Weav- 
er of Westfield spoke to the primary 
section on the teaching of music, in 
which it was urged that there be less 
attempt to make the youngest pupil 
cover too much.' Agent James W. Mac- 
Donald of the state board spoke to the 
high school section on! the teaching of 
mathematics. 
He advocated the re- 


quirements of more individual work on 
the part of the pupils, which although 
slower was likely to accomplish more in 
the end. 


Principal P. P. Murdock of the nor- 


mal school iri this city addressed the 
grammar section, on the study of geog- 
raphy. He was strongly in favor of 
having the child first given a compre- 
hension of the study by work on the 
geography of the section ini which the 
school was located. To take the chil- 
dren out into the country to study it for 
themselves, to have them draw maps 
of their own localities and to study 
the imports and exports of their own 
cities or towns to get the proper rela- 
tions of these to each other and to the 
character of the region, would show 
them what the same things meant when 
they were studied on a larger scale, 
and would serve to interest them in the 
study more than otherwise possible. He 
spoke on the use of text books and the 
elimination of such material from them 
as was too advanced to be understood 
by the pupil. 


During the next hour the grammar 


section considered the subject of music 
under Mr. Weaver, and the high school 
section the study of Latin under Mr. 
MacDonald. 


In the primary section Miss Annie. C. 


Skeele of the normal school in this city 
gave one of the most interesting talks 
of the morning on the subject of gym- 
nastics in the schools. She illustrated 
her talk with a class of 20 little children 
from this city. She showed how practi- 
cal the work was in connection with the 
regular studies of the school, and illus- 
trated the different exercises which 
were fitted for school use. She brought 
out the fact that gymnastics are now a 
neglected branch of public school work, 
and showed how in addition to correct- 
ing the tendency of pupils to become 
round shouldered and narrow chested, 
the gymnastics could be used to relieve 
the weariness of school confinement. 
When the children are restless1, instead 
of telling them to be still, to allow them 
a short period of recreation along^ the 
lines of scientific gymnastics will im- 
prove the health and make it possible 
for them to take an interest in, their 
studies afterwards. 


At noon the teachers went to the 


Episcopal church, where dinner was 
served during the hour and a half in- 
termission. 


After dinner Principal Murdock spoke 


on temperance instruction, his address 
being in the parish house and attended 
by many others than the teachers. It 
was an instructive address, Mr. Mur- 
dock taking; the position that 
the 


schools should teach the evil effects 
of intemperance by Its effect on society 
and home life aa seen by the pupil 
raher than by text book instruction on 
its physiological 
effects. 
He said 


schools today were as far as possible 
from doing what they should do, and 
he suggested many methods of mak'ng 
temperance instruction effective. 
,

BROOM CORN SEE'D7\._ 


tradition Says Franklin Planted the 


First One In This Country. 


Every housewife is supposed to know 


how to handle a broom, but it is safe 
to say that not one in ten has any 
clear idea of what her sweeping utensil 
is made of or how it is made or where 
the material came from,, Brooms are 
made from the heads or brushes of 
the broom corn, a first cousin to our 
common field corn. And in this con- 
nection is told a very pleasant little 
fairy 
story 
concerning 
Benjamin 


Franklin. 
"Poor Richard," by the 


Way, 
seems to have been about the 


biggest jack of all trades that ever 
helped the United States to become the 
richest and most powerful nation of 
the world. • If this story is true, he is 
the patron saint of the housewife and 
the broommaker, as well as a kite- 
flier, lightning catcher, printer, pub- 
Usher, editor, author, 
philosopher, 


statesman and other things "too nu- 
merous to mention." 


Broom corn first grew in India, From 


there It was carried to Europe. The 
story goes that Dr. Franklin was ex- 
amining a. whisk broom that had been 
brought over from England, in the 
days before we bad any broom corn of 
our own. He found a single seed on 
the broom, picked It off, planted it and 
raised a stalk cf corn from which is 
descended, 
BO to speak, all of the 


broom com of the United States. 


However this may be, broom corn 


grows much "Eke its first cousin, our 
maize, which originated here. 
The 


head is larger, however, and the seeds 
grow on the head instead of in ears. 
The heads are cut off, leaving about 
sis. inches of stalk, and the seeds are 
scraped off by a machine, which does 
a clean job and does not injure the pan- 
icles. The seeds are valuable in a 
way. They are fed to horses and poul- 
try and ground into meal for cattle. 
In the making of the brooms, the corn 
Is put around a handle of basswood 
or soft maple turned in a lathe. Each 
layer Is wound tight with twine or 
wire until the desired size is attained. 
The broom is then pressed out flat and 
sewed to keep it in that shape. Whisk 
brooms are made in the same way.— 
Buffalo -Express. 


AN EFFECT OF LIGHTNING. 


Damaged a Fair of Eyes That Were 


Large and Bright. 


Through the brotherhood of affliction 


that comes from wearing glasses in 
one of their various forms a popular 
official of the Rapid Transit company 
told in conversation the other day of 
a curious reason way he wore prescrip- 
tion helps to eyesight. "It was because 
I was struck by lightning," he said. "It 
was when I was in my teens. I sat 
between an open window and an open 
door and there was a flash. The last 
I can remember is a sense of having au 
envelope of light around me. I was 
picked up insensible and those who 
first saw me say that smoke issued 
from my mouth and nose. All thought 
I was dead, but I slowly recovered and 
soon seemed to be as well as before the 
heavenly visitation. 


"The serious effects of the shock, 


however, developed in my eyes. Their 
largeness and brilliancy had been often 
commended on by my friends, but 
these more or less desirable features 
had been destroyed by the electric 
fluid. The pupils and the irises con- 
tracted and I found a great difficulty 
in my vision. An expert oculist exam- 
ined the eyes and gave some scientific 
name to the difllculty. Thafs another 
story. I only know that I can see and 
am glad to be alive. 


"One effect remains, however, that is 


rather curious. Most people who have 
been struck by lightning are fearful of 
being struck again. Not so with me. 
I'm not nervous even in the height of 
an electrical storm, but I confess I'm 
not anxious to sit in a room at such a 
time where there are two openings into 
the disturbance. That would be invit- 
ing destruction."—Brooklyn Eagle.

At Gwandu, In Africa, which con- 


tains between 10,000 and 15,000 Inhab- 
itants, the town, which is oval In 
Shape, is surrounded by a palisade of 
tree poles, the top of every pole being 
crowned with a human skull. There 
are six gates, and the approach to each 
gate la laid with a pavement of human 
skulls, the tops being the only parts 
that ahow above ground.

Veterans' Association 


LARGE SUMS FOR SOLDIERS' AID 


List of Societies 
Contributing and 


Sources of the Funds. How the 


Money Was Spent in This 


City and Adams 


The final report of the executive com- 


mittee of the Veterans1 association of 
Company M, has been completed, and 
was made public this morning. It will 
be of generJU interest, and is given in 
full here: 


Shortly after Company M, 2nd Regi- 


ment, M. V. M., was mustered into the 
CT. S. service, former members of that 
company formed an organization under 
the name of "Veterans of M Co. 2nd 
Regt. M. V. N." 


The principal object at that time was 


to aid in so far as it could Company M, 
and to look after any dependents of its 
members here at home. The associa- 
tion, instructed its officers, five in num- 
ber, to act as an executive committee 
for said association, with unlimited 
power to act in all \\ays as related to 
relief work. One thing was however, 
thoroughly understood, i. e., that under 
no consideration was publicity to be 
given to any relief work of a personal 
nature, and to this rule the committee 
has at all times adhered. 


It will therefore be impossible to ren- 


der a public detailed account, or to 
mention work done by other members 
of this association, aside from'the com- 
mittee, in some cases labor of a kind 
that money could not pay for. 


The committee 
visited 
Pittsfield, 


North Adams, DaHon, Cheshire and 
Williamstown. 


The outcome of our Pittsfield trip re- 


sulted most satisfactorily. Principally 
through the efforts of Messrs. John H. 
Manning and William P. Wood of that 
city, a con-cert company was organ- 
ized to tour the county, and the pro- 
ceeds from the various concerts given 
were paid over to our association. 


In North Adamg, Colonel F. S. Rich- 


ardson, as representative of this asso- 
ciation, looked after the work there in 
a most thorough and painstaking man- 
ne-r. and deemed it advisable, inasmuch 
as North Adams was so strongly repre- 
sented in Company M, to care for her 
own contingent in that body, and under 
his supervision was raised and dis- 
bursed $639.78. To this fund aside from 
private subscriptions came the follow- 
ing contributions: Sons of Veterans. 
$9503; Canedy-Clark Shoe Co., $51.25: 
Congregational church, $77.50; Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer Aid association, ?v 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, $iy. 
This fund as> noted, was raised and 
disbursed in North Adams. 


In Adams a subscription, was also 


started for local circulation, and $r>ng 
received from that source. This amount 
includes $10 from the King's Daugh- 
ters; $40 from the Ladies' Benevolent 
society of West Curnmington; $22.25 
from the German-American military 
association of Adams; $50 from the 
Massachusetts Volunteer Aid associa- 
tion, and also received 
from other 


sources not included on subscription list 
$10 from George E. Sayles Post Wo- 
man's Relief corps, $20 from Ladies" 
auxiliary to our association, aind $22.90 
f i (mi a ball game. The amount 
as 


shov. n of private subscriptions 
was 


$386. 
A]] moneys received from con- 


certs and other sources locally was 
$1375.80. We also received from the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts. $1018, 
making a total of all moneys received 
by this association $2393.80. 
. 


Of this sum we have expended $2288.75. 


The money thus expcrdcci was used in 
assisting families in the matter of fuel, 
rent, provisions and clothing, but the 
bulk of the expenditure was in defray- 
ing expenses after our boys returned 
home, and the amount of money spent 
at that time was principally for medi- 
cal attendance, nurses, medicines and 
supplies such as would be most need- 
ed in the care of the sick. In one or 
two cases where it was practical, we 
took advantage of the kindness and 
courtesy as extended by the North Ad- 
ams hospital. Considerable money was 
also spent in the transportation of sol. 
diers, as through the kindness of the 
Massachusetts Volunteer Aid associa- 
tion, we were enabled to place any 
cases that needed special treatment in 
the Boston hospitals, our association 
simply 
paying 
the 
transportation 
charges. 


Included also in the general expenses 


are supplies as sent to Cuba anid Mon- 
tauk. 


This committee desires to thank the 


citizens of Adams, as well as 
the 


county, for their generous responses, 
also all societies that have contributed, 
and the local and other talent that 
helped us in our first benefit concert, 
from which we cleared something like 
$125. 


The balance of money in our hands 


after paying all obligations was $105.05, 
which sum we have paid ,over to the 
David C. Ferguson Garrison, No. 181, 
of the Army and Navy Union, members 
of this organization having all formerly 
served in the Spanish-American war, 
and for whose benefit this money was 
originally intended.

"We 
cannot vote for Mr. Parsons: he hta 
opposed us too bitterly in the past." 
Another delegate put it this way: "I 
canmof voto for Mr. Parsons because I 
do not agree \\ith him on theexpansion 
question." Stil! another delegate made 
this statement, "I think the democrats 
are in danger of getting in too deep on 
this anti-imperialism business. Dew^y 
has come home and apparently ho is 
supporting the administration, in what 
H is doing in the Philippines* The peo- 
ple are going to support the present 
administration in restoring law and 
order." 


There was a rising vote on the ques-

Pittsfield is in a pretty muss in. re- 


gard to the intention, of the election 
committee to use a room in the new 
high school building there as a polling 
place in the coming state election.
